33 of the Province of Alberta. 

Whereas it as necessary and de- 
sireable that the sum of Ninety- 
eight Thousand 1‘$98,000.00) dollars 
should be borrowed on the security 
of the Didsbury Municipal Hospital 
District, of the Province of Alberta 
for the purpose of building and 
equipping an addition to the Dids- 
bury Municipal Hospital, repayable 
to the bearer in twenty (20) consec- 
utive equal annual installments of 
combined principal and interest at 
not more than six (6%) per cent per 
annum, 

Now, therefore, the Board of the 
said district enacts as follows: 

1. That the Board do borrow the 
said sum of Ninety-eight Thousand 
‘$98.000.00) dollars or any less sum, 
pursuant to the provisions of the 
Municipal Hospitals Act, and that 
debentures of the said District be 
issued for such amount, payable to 
the bearer in twenty (20) consecutive 
equal annual installments of com- 
bined principal and interest at not 
more than six (6%) per annum, 
payable annually, and said deben- 
tures shall be executed by the chair- 
man and t’casurer of this Board,

years. Hearings now are completed. 
and the commission has adjourned to 
write its report — obviously a labor 
of months. 
Mood of Reappraisal 


A second royal commission is look- 
ing into methods of financing Can- 
ada‘'s publicly owned broadcasting 
system, which with the advent of 
television has grown into a body 
spending money at the rate of about 
$30,000,000 a year, Again, the mood 
is one of reappraisal, of checking up 
On rapid recent expansion, and of 
attempting to chart a clearer future 
path,

Public Concerned 

While it is obvious that large ben- 
efits accrue to Canadians from the 
$3,000,000 a day in new American 
investments that flow across the 
border, the new awareness of how 
much control is wholly vested in U.S.

National magazines are 
giving prominence to the situation | 

and also to the decline of wheat, | 
formerly the major prop of the Can-} 
adian economy. 

There is, in fact, already a politica) 
issue in the matter of foreign con- 
trol which is producing some cur- 
ious anomalies. In Quebec, where 
the Liberal opposition is attempting 
to oust the conservative Union Na- 
tionale government of Premier Mau- 
rice Duplessis, it is the Liberals who 
aie charging that the province's re- 
sources are being handed over to 
foreign control,

New Bank 
Policy Hits 
The Headlines 


The present policy of credit restrain 

applied by the chartered banks as a 
result of the monetary actions and 
suggestions of the Bank of Canada, 
Was designed “to sustain and pro- 
long prosperity by not allowing an 
inflationary spree to take over,” it 
was stated here today by F. W. Nicks, 
president of The Canadian Banker's’ 
Association. 


Speaking at the Association's an- 
nual meeting, Mr. Nicks said the 
pressure for additional credit during 
the past 12 months had been unusu- 
ally strong — so much so there had 
been increasing restraint applied by 
the Bank of Canada. 


“This means,” said Mr, Nicks, 
“loans have become less easy to 0}- 
tain, increases have become difficul: 
to arrange and, for some purposts, 
quite out of the question. 

“It may seem strange to talk of 
credit restrictions while there is 
abundant evidence of continuing 
prosperity for the country at large,’ 
he said, “But we are living in an 
age of national economic manage- 
ment, not only in Canada but in all 
leading nations, and one of the prime 
objectives of such management is to 
see that booms do not get out of hand 
and lay the groundwork for depres- 
sions,” 


Bank of Canada Role 

Mr, Nicks said the Bank of Canada, 
in regulating credit and currency, 
generally used recognized monetary 
powers to increase or diminish the 
chartered banks’ aggregate capacity 
to supply credit in the form of loans 
or investments, In addition, some- 
times the centra] bank sought infor- 
mal arrangements with the chartered 
banks to deal with special situations, 
During the past year, there has been 
extensive use of both methods. 

“If,” he added, “the special ar- 
rangements which have been made 
in the past year have helped, along 
with more orthodox measures, to 
moderate a too rapid expansion of 
credit. this is of course all to the 
good. Experience is showing that it 
takes a good deal of determination 
and rather strong medicine to bring 
a surging business expansion under 
reasonably effective control, The 
credit restrictions no doubt are a 
burden on many businesses and in- 
dividuals which would like to have 
greater access to lending facilities. 
It is unpleasant to be told by one’s 
banker that there is simply not 
enough money to go ‘round, The 
banker, too, finds it unpleasant and 
difficult to have to apply restraining 
measures against his customers. 

The Alertnatives 

“When we come to think about it, 
however,” Mr. Nicks continued, “it 
is pretty clear that it is better to put 
up with a cerain amount of restraint 
now, and to work out our financial 
problems in a spirit of co-operation 
and concern for the general interest, 
than to accept the alternatives, For 
the alternatives might be either an- 
other bout of inflation, with atten- 
dant danger of a serious subsequent 
shakeout, or else a return to the ap- 
paratus of direct control over busi- 
ness and individual activities which 
most of us are happy to have put 
behind us.” 

Mr. Nicks traced the rising demand 
for bank credit in 1955 and observed 
that it has remained unusually 
strong so far this year, The in- 
crease in total Canadian loans from 
March, 1955 to May, 1956 was around 
$1.2 billions or roughly 30 per cent. 
This sharp rapid recovery from the 
business recession of 1954, There 
were few businessmen, bankers or 
government experts, Mr. Nicks ob- 
served, who foresaw the rapidity of 
this recovery, and it was therefore 
not surprising that restraining mea- 
sures lagged somewhat behind the 
realities unti) late in the past year. 
Tighter Monetary Policy 

The tightening of the monetary 
situation became noticeable in the 
autumn, when the Bank of Canada 
acted to keep down the banks’ cash 
reserves and signalled the tighter 
position by several increases in the 
bank rate. The banks, to provide 
for loan commitments, had to sell 
securities, As these sales increased, 
prices declined and interest rates 
moved upward, This pressure spilled 
over into other interest rates’as well, 
and “more recently, in the light of 
the pronounced increases elsewhere, 
the various banks made upward ad- 
justments in leding charges,” 

Mr. Nicks said one of the special 
requests made of the chartered banks 
by the Bank of Canada concerned 
“term loans” to coporations and di- 
yect purchases of coporate securities 
by the banks, The whole field of 
capital investment had been one of 
extraordinary high activity and “the 
highly competitive atmosphere 0’ 
Canadian banking, with each bank 
striving to meet the legitimate re- 
quirements of its customers both old 
and new, helped to bring about « 
substantial growth in these ‘term 
Jonns' and holding of corporate se 
curities.”. When the Bank of Canada 
asked the chartered banks to refrain 
from making new commitments for 
term loans, Mr, Nicks, said, the char- 
tered banks readily agreed, 

“In addition to this specific re- 
quest,” he continued, “the Bank of 
Canada asked the banks to examine

control over future growth. As a re- 
sult of this discussion, reinforced and 
emphasized by the general pressure 
on the banks’ cash position and by 
the penalty involved in selling se- 
curities at lower prices, the banks 
have instituted restraining policies. 
Policies Have Taken Hold 

“Though such policies have not 
prevented a further significant in- 
crease in bank loans,” Mr. Nicks said, 
“there is no doubt that they have 
held the supply of credit below what 
it would otherwise have been. 
cause of the continued strength if 


the business upsurge, and also be-, 


cause of commitments undertaken 
when credit was more generally 
available, the momentum of the ex- 
pansion in loans has been very great 
and has carried right through the 
winter and spring. Nevertheless, the 
effects of tighter money have taken 
hold, are certainly limiting the size 
of the expansion in loans.” 

One further measure proposed by 
the Bank of Canada in November 
was that the chartered banks should 
adopt a practice of maintaining a 
15 per cent minimum ratio of liquid 
assets ‘cash, day-to-day loans and 
treasury bills) to deposits. The banks 
agreed to work to achieve by May 31, 
1956, a 15 per cent ratio, of which 8 
per cent would be the already-estab- 
lished legal minimum cash reserv 
and the other 7 per cent would be 
treasury bills and day-to-day loans 
mainly, of course, bills. 


The purpose of the minimum 
ratio, in the view of the Bank of 
Canada, was to increase the effec- 
tiveness of a restraining monttary 
policy by limiting the ability of the 
banks to dispose of such liquid assets 
in order to expand loans. It was felt 
by the Bank of Canada that the 
;apoption of a practice of keeping a 
, secondary reserve of liquid assets in 
addition to cash would assist in 
bringing the influence of monetary 
restraint to bear earlier, more grad-

Notes From D.A. 


By Howard J. Fulcher 


Silage is an excellent form of 
roughage, it is used quite extensively 
in dairy feeding and to a limited ex- 
tent in beef feeding. Silage provides 
it succulent feed for livestock during 
the dry feeding seasons of the year. 

Silage can be made from alfalpha, 
‘lover, grass or cereal crops or any 
combination of these. The quality 
f silage will depend greatly on the 
juality of the green crop although 
‘Oarse stemmed or weedy crops us- 
aally can be better utilized as silage 

In order to get good silage and 
\ittle loss due to spoilage a few fac- 
tors must be considered, Time cf 
cutting is important; legumes in 
carly bloom, grass just headed and 
vereals in soft dough stage. The 
:1oisture content is very important, 
(5% to 70% moisture is considered 
best. A test which can be used is 
squeeze a handful of cut material 
in your hand, release and the ball 
of material should slowly expand 
and break apart, if it falls apart it 
is too dry, if juices run out it is too 
wet. This test is not satisfactory on 
| coarse material, generally 1 - 2 hours 
is enough time between cutting and 
! ensilage time. 
| When willing the silo either long 
or cut material packing is a must. 
This should be carried out contin- 
uously during the filling operation 
When the silo is full it should be 
covered to prevent spoilage; show- 
ings, sawdust, damp straw, strawy 
green manure or earth may be used 
for this. 

There are numerous types of silos, 
the upright types wood or cement 
construction, stack piles, snow fence 
and page wire types, horizontal styles 
may be of trench, pit or bunker types 
depending on topography of the 
land. In the horizontal types con- 
structions have sloped walls rather 
than straight walls to allow packing 
to edges, all silos must be provided 
With drainage,

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Plumer Protests 
Rate Increase 


In commeaing on the 7 percent 
increase in freight rates, Ben 8S. 
Plumer, chairman of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, said that it was another 
blow to the already hard pressed 
prairie farmer. 

Farmers are in an unusual position 
as users of rail transportation. They 
pay the freight on the produce they 
sell, whether it be grain or livestock, 
and this deducted from the price 
they receive, while on the other hand 
freight on the goods they buy is 
tacked onto the price they pay. They 
pay both coming and going, Mr. 
Plumer noted. 

He expressed concern over the man- 

ner in which the increase was grant- 
ed, The railways, he said, did not 
have to prove their need for greater 
revenue even although the Federa- 
tion of Agriculture filed a vigorous 
protest. In handling the railways 
application in this manner the board 
has set a dangerous precedent, de- 
clared the Pool’s head. 

The fact that the boost applies to 
domestic grain rates is also of great 
concern. Only this past winter wes- 
tern farm organizations and other 
interested groups effectively protest- 
ed a proposed 10 percent boost in 
rates, Said Mr. Plumer, “at that 
time we argued that to ask the far- 
mer to absorb any further increase 
in his already high production costs 
was not a realistic approach to the 
1ailway’s problem. The board of 
transport commissioners apparantly 
concurred for the increase was not 
implemented.” 

Recognizing that the increase in 
Wages recently given rail workers 
‘vill raise the railway’s cost of opera- 
tion, Mr. Plumer suggested that part 
of this at least might be taken care 
of through greater effciency. The 
public, he maintained, cannot in- 
definitely stand a continuous round 
of wage and rate boosts. 

Before any increases are granted, 
declared the head of the farmer or- 
ganization, the railways should clear- 
ly demonstrate that their need for 
additional revenue is greater than 
the prejudicial effects such an in- 
crease would have on the economy 
of the nation and, in particular, on 
that of Western Canada.
